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they were bound to believe His word; and fo faid they 
all, and promiſed to Afliſt him to the utmoſt, Alſo many 
or moſt of thoſe Miniſters, Preſbyterian or Independent, 
who had fled into Hollend for ſhelter, becauſe of-the Duke 
of Monmenth's or the Earl of Argyle's Infurre&tions, where- 
m they had been concerned, had returned home, and 
laid themſelves at the King's Foot, and were admizted 
to kiſs his Hand, and were eſteemed White Boys : Some 
alſo of the Gentlemen returned and became great Stick- 
lers of King Fames.
